Hits ‘Horde of Vendors’ 

A complaint that the “peace and tranquility” of Sierra Madre 
is being “encroached upon and desecrated by a horde of vendors” 
was referred to Chief of Police Gordon G. McMillan by the City 
Council Thursday night. 

In a letter to the Council, James R. Price, 246 E. Montecito, de¬ 
clared that the vendors “comb our streets from morning until 
late evening, accompanied by blatant whistles, horns, and sere¬ 
nading devices.” 

“The most noxious of these vendors,” Mr. Price testified, “is 
the Good Humor Man, or of late, the Good Humor Woman ...” 
He complained that “she persists in peddling her wares until 
late in the evening, as late as 9:30 p. m. on Sunday, and never 
under 8:30 p. m. on the week nights.” 

Councilman Noren Eaton said the whole thing was "a matter 
of opinion.” 

“My 13-year-old daughter would say the sound of an ice cream 
vendor approaching is the best music in the world, outside of 
the New York Philharmonic,” he pointed out. 

If an ordinance is being violated, however, it is a police mat¬ 
ter, Mr. Eaton stated. He moved that the complaint be referred 
to Chief McMillan. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier remarked that he thinks the ven¬ 
dor’s chimes have one sour note and that the ordinance should 
have a provision ordering that they be tuned periodically.

pointed out that he did vote for 
the 3-cent raise several months 
ago, but that he “cannot con¬ 
scientiously vote” for another 
increase.
